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The Men Who Won the Prize Money 1919-1920 


OR the fiseal year of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
F just closed, a total of $17,180.00, was divided among 

11 breeders in 32 states and Canada. The list as pre- 
ented herewith is entirely unofficial being compiled by this 
publication from the official prize list issued by Supt. Gard- 
nel lhe leader for the year is Julius Schmid of Beaver 
Dam Stock Farm, Montgomery, N. Y., ($474.10), this being 
the first time that a New York State breeder has finished 
in the front in this respect for over a half dozen years, al- 
though Eastern breeders have won first three times in the 
last six years. Second position goes to the Coast, Carna- 
tion Stock Farms, of Seattle, Wash., being a close second 
with $463.75. The next two places go to the middle West, 
Pabst Stock Farm, Oconomowoc, Wis., being in third po- 
sition with $428.75 and Ralph King of Pinery Farms, Men- 
tor, Ohio, fourth with $405.75. Last year’s first prize win- 
ner, H. F. du Pont of Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, Del., 
is fifth with $402.50. An interesting development in this 
year’s prize awards is the fact that among the twelve larg- 
est prize winners, appears the names of six breeders who 
have not heretofore attained that honor. Only five of the 
breeders figuring in the first twelve this year were in the 
first twelve last year, these being Pabst, King, du Pont, 
Hackney and Daisy Hill Farm. Of these Pabst Stock Farm 
and J. M. Hackney are the only ones figuring in the lead- 
ing twelve for the past three years, and Mr. Hackney 
stands alone as the only breeder ranking inside the first 
twelve for the past four years, his lowest rating being 
eighth, and the other three years figuring fourth, first and 
first. He barely escaped getting into the list for the fifth 
year winning thirteenth place in 1915. 

Of the 47 breeders winning $100 or more of prize money, 
it is interesting to note that nine came from the state of 
Minnesota, six trom California, four each from New York, 
Wisconsin, Washington, and Michigan, two each from Can- 
ada, Massachusetts, and Iowa, and one each from Dela- 
ware, Maine, Illinois, Pennsylvania, Nebraska and Oregon. 
In the list of twelve leaders, three are from the state of 
Ohio, and two from the state of Washington, these being 
the only states represented by more than one, the othe: 
States being New York, Delaware, Michigan, Minnesota 
California and Canada. Washington has the honor cf 
showing two breeders ranking higher than any other state, 
theit two leaders, Carnation Stock Farms and A. E. Smith, 
rating respectively second and seventh. Ohio is the first 
state to have three breeders in the list, they all figuring in 
the first twelve. California is the first state to have four 
meeeave listed, also the first to have five, while Minnesota 
heads in all points beyond through the list of $100 winners.

first, second, third and fourth for the past six years, and 
also the division of prize winners appearing in the list on 
Da i tate representation.

It will be noted that New York has a substantial lead 
in the matter of number of breeders appearing in the prize 
list, with 65 or more than its two nearest competitors com- 
bined. Wisconsin ranks second with 32, Michigan third 
with 30, California fourth with 28, Ohio fifth with 27, Min- 
nesota sixth with 26. Last year New York State was in 
first place with 58 breeders appearing in the list, Minnesota 
and Michigan being tied for second place with 25 each; 
Wisconsin fourth with 24, California 23, and Ohio 21.

YOUNG QUEENS 
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Jim Hays—P. S. C. 


HE first time I ever met Jim Hays was at Lansing, Mich., last January at 
the annual banquet of the Michigan Holstein-Friesian Association. Jim was 
toastmaster, and in our report of that event, we went on record as nominat- 
ing him for the job as toastmaster at the next National banquet, and then they 
went and didn’t have any banquet. At that banquet in Lansing, I found out a 
good many things about Jim Hays, some of which would do to print in this 
story. Piecing that data together with some that we have been able to secure 
from other sources, we have the following summary 

James G. Hays, present address Howell, Mich., was born at _ Pitts- 
burg, Pa., June 11, 1890. After going through the city graded schools, graduat- 
ing from Swissvale (Pa.) high school, he took the full course at Michigan Agri- 
cultural College, being one of the most popular students in the long history of 
that institution. After graduating from M. A. C., he took an assignment under 
Prof. Anderson as an A. R. O. tester and this work he followed for three years. 
In 1913 he purchased a farm at Howell, Mich., and went into the business of 
breeding purebred Holsteins for himself, his experience as a tester having 
convinced him that this was the breed for business. The following year, or to 
be exact, October 11, 1914, he was married and to date two lusty sons have 
come to bring joy to the household. “Pudge,” his first born, now four years old, 
is a real Holstein enthusiast and spends nearly all of his waking hours playing 
with the calves. The newest one, who is just about a vear old now, confines his 
interest in the Holstein business largely to the products of the dairy. Grandpa 
Hays, who is a prominent lawyer in Pittsburg has his heart set on making a 
lawyer out of “Pudge,” but if we may be permitted to express an opinion, there 
are too many lawyers now, and in the Holstein business we need more men 
like “Pudge” is sure to develop into. 

Maybe you wonder what those initials stand for in the heading. We asked 
Jim once what public offices he had held and he replied, “four years secretary 
Livingston county Holstein-Friesian Assn., 3 vears secretary Livingston county 
Cooperative Assn., school director, member of War Board, ete. In fact every 
darned honorary position fool enough to accept.” Hence we have unanimously 
voted to Jim Hays the degree “P. S. C.” which being interpreted means “Public 
spirited citizen.” He has been a member of the National Association since 1915 
and is on the Board of Directors of the Michigan Holstein-Friesian Association. 
| asked him what his favorite form of recreation was and he replied ‘“Flivver- 
ing,” thus voting with the majority. 

We have never seen Jim Havs’ Holstein herd, and as he himself knows the 
most about it we have asked him to say a few words concerning it, and this 
he proceeds to do. 

“T have a small herd. My idea is that there is more money and pleasure in 
a small herd of good Holsteins than in a larger ‘rambling’ herd. Hence the 
herd consists of a 29-lb. cow, 25-lb. cow, 23.5-lb. junior 93-year-old, two 16-lb. 2- 
vear-old daughters of above cows, and vearling daughters. These records are 
nothing startling but they are ‘home-made.’ 

“My worst drawback is that I do not have a herd sire, as it would hardly 
pay to have such a piece of machinery around for so few females. I truck my 
cows to some of the high class sires around Howell. This gives me some good 
bred young stuff. 

“tThaveacow with a world’s record. She has presented me with eight calves, 
all of which were males. It tickles me to see in your paper a picture of a foun- 
dation cow some lad owns, with her twin heifers by her side. Of course he is 
enthusiastic. It takes more brass to stick in the game with these ‘bull fae- 
tories.” However, as the cow has a fair record, 1 do not ‘bolognaize’ the 
calves; this shows my idea of a small herd of good ones is not foolish 

“There is little space left to convince you what a credit I am ‘to the breed,’ 
so I shall not attempt that task. I came to the farm from the city. I have been 
disillusioned in many respects. However, although the dairy end of farming is 
the most tedious and none too remunerative, the dash of Holstein flavor saves 
the dairy business, and keeps me from getting sick of the injustices of the 
farmer’s lot.” 

In conclusion, just another word in regard to that famous banquet at 
Lansing, where we first made Jim’s acquaintance One of the big hits of the 
evening was the following toast, offered by Toastmaster Have Here it is, 
“The Holstein Engine.”

Sir Ormsby Skylark was retained at the head of the 
herd at Maxwell Farms where, as we have already said, he 
has sired about 50 daughters out of the great foundation 
cows of the herd. Ten of these, as we mentioned earlier in 
this story, have freshened since January 1, 1920, and at 
the average age of 2 years, 4 months, 14 days, made re ords 
averaging 20.824 Ibs. butter from 389.1 Ibs. milk. The num- 
ber includes a 24-lb. junior 3-year-old with 506 Ibs. milk, a 
23-lb. junior 2-year-old with 426 lbs. milk, a 21-lb. junior 3- 
year-old with 386 lbs. milk, and four 20-lb. junior 2 vear-olds 
with milk records from 350 to 400 lbs. 

It is also very well worthy of note that only six daugh- 
ters of Sir Ormsby Skylark have made records as mature 
cows, and that these six records average 29.56 lbs. butter 
from 544.5 lbs. milk. Every one with one exception has 4 
milk record of better than 526 Ibs. and every one, with one 


exception, averaged better than 4 per cent fat for the W eek 
of her test.

| to go into some other business—branch out, ag we 
say—-they could sell their live-stock and crops for one 
year and with the money they receive buy all the railroads 
in the United States, together with all the rolling stock 
and other equipment. 

“If they wished to go out of the farming business ey 
tirely, they could sell their farms along with their crops 
and live-stock, and with the money they receive, buy all 
the railroads, all the manufacturing establishments, all the 
mines and all the quarries in the United States. In other 
words, it would be just an ‘even trade’ between the farn 
property and all the other productive property in the 
United States, except the mercantile establishments. They 
could with their income from live-stock and crops for a 
single year pay practically the entire national debt. The 
investment in agriculture amounts to about 80 billion dol- 
lars, and last year the value of crops and live-stock aggre. 
gated 25 billion dollars.

Delivering Certificates Promptly 


GREAT deal of dissatisfaction, especially among be-

tered. It is not an uncommon thing for a breeder not to 
register a young bull until he finds a customer. The reason 
is that, should an accident befall the calf, the breeder 
would not be out the registration fee; many believe this 
to be good business policy. But when the mother has heen 
purchased and it becomes necessary to obtain the signa 
tures of the breeder and of the owner of the bull, which 
in many cases are different, men, the situation becomes 
more complicated. There are many who disagree with 
that portion of the by-laws which forbids a fully made out

Some breeders are very careless and hold up registra 
tions and transfers for months from sheer neglect. Others 
have a certain date say the 10th, 20th, or last of the month 
for attending to these things. At one time, the transfer ap- 
plications bore a stamp that applications and transfers 
should be made within ten days of the date of sale. In many 
cases, this was impossible and in others, when the fee was 
$25. the seller simply waited until the fees totalled an even 
dollar so as to write a check for that amount. Now that 
the transfer fee is $1.00 an animal for members and $2.00 
for non-members this excuse or reason has been done away 
with. 

There is no one thing that will cause dissatisfaction 
among purchasers that is smaller, or rather of less ac 
count and that is magnified more highly by the purchaser 
than delay in getting the registry and transfer certificates 
Most of our breeders know how, when they first started 
buying Holsteins, their friends and neighbors and even 
members of the family, poured cold water upon their en 
thusiasm and suggestions that there is a possibility of the 
purchased animal not being purebred, or that there i 
something wrong about the papers, will dampen the most 
enthusiastic beinnner. So let us try to get the paper 


around as soon as possible, avoid all the mistakes, check 
the papers carefully, send them in promptiy and when the 
certificates are received from the secretary's office, mail

Livestock Poisoning 


The danger of animals becoming 
poisoned through the careless use of 
poisoned material used in spraying 
trees or plants for insect pests’ is 
pointed out by officials of the Ohio 
Experiment station. Every year there 
are reports of animals suddenly dying 
from getting access to paint boxes 
and poison containers. 

Paint boxes are licked by cattle be- 
cause of the sweetish taste of the lead 
compounds. Such boxes’ should’ be 
thoroughly cleaned with gasoline be- 
fore they are used for other purposes. 
Often Paris green boxes or containers 
which have held white lead or Arsenic 
of lead are thrown into the trash pile 
or dump and animals get the poison 
from these. Paris green boxes and any- 
thing that has held poison, or paint 
pails, should be placed in a fire which

OHIO BREEDERS HAVE ENTHUSIASTIC BANQUET 


(Statf Correspondence) 


A most enthusiastic banquet was put on by the Ohio 
Breeders at the Hotel Deshler in Columbus, in conn ction 
with their first State Guarantee sale, 108 Holstein breeders 
and friends of the Black and White breed enjoying « beef. 
steak dinner. 

The speaker of the evening was Professor Oscar Erf, of 
the Dairy Department, who lauded the State of Ohio as the 
home of the best Holsteins in the world. Professor Erf 
stated that Ohio has the best system of breeding and feed. 
ing of any of the states and he gave considerable credit 
to men who learned to breed and feed in Ohio for the 
large records made in California and Pennsylvania, and for 
many of the records made in Minnesota and New Jersey. 
Ohio, he said, has specialized on long time records and 1as 
made good, but the Ohio breeders have been just littl 
slow in advertising their Holsteins. 

Professor Erf is a strong advocate of the four times a 
day milking, although realizing that it is no farmer’s job. 
He believes that forcing a cow tests out her digestive ap- 
paratus, and that it is the digestive apparatus, together 
with the milk secreting apparatus, that makes a great pro- 
ducing cow. 

The Professor paid a tribute to Dr. Burnett, the State 
Veterinarian, as an important influence in securing ap- 
propriations for compensation for animals condemned by 
the tuberculin test. 

He spoke of the value of the Producers Association, 
which he said brings about higher prices for milk and 
hence greater values for cattle. He condemned in the 
strongest terms the farmer who buys and eats oleomar- 
garine and other so-called substitutes for dairy products, 
and urged the dairymen to run their own affairs, but to 
run them co-operatively and to advertise their products. 

Another speaker was Dr. Burnett, the Ohio State Veter- 
inarian, and a good Holstein man. Dr. Burnett spoke of the 
progress of accredited herd work in Ohio and how this 
work is hampered by lack of funds. There are now, he said, 
2,250 herds under state supervision, with 120 fully ac- 
credited herds, and about 650 that have passed one clean 
test. To do this work, which means the testing of approxi- 
mately 36,000 head of cattle, there are available only 22 
men and an appropriation of only $65,000 for compensa 
tion. More men and more money are needed, but agitation 
for the same must come from the breeders, rather than 
from the Veterinarians, in order to be effective with the 
Legislature. Dr. Burnett stated that the tests at present 
show only about 5% re-actors, whereas the tests of five 
years ago showed at least 20% re-actors, and wound up by 
declaring Ohio to be the cleanest big state in the Union. 

Other speakers included R. N. Thompson, Secretary of 
the Illinois State Association, who, half-humorously and 
half-seriously referred to his own state as the first Hol- 
stein state in the Union. F. T. Price, Business Manager of 
the World, was introduced by President Gooding as “the 
man that runs the World.” Mr. Price gave a good talk on 
the value of State organization, and at the request of Dr. 
Gooding, told the crowd that one of the big reasons why 
Minnesota Holsteins sold for higher prices than those in 
Ohio was the constant use of printers’ ink. Practically 
every other speaker of the evening called attention to 
Ohio’s need for more advertising of Ohio Holsteins. 

Peter Small, of Chesterland, one of Ohio’s prominent 
breeders and a director of the National Association, spoke 
urging the State Association to adopt some plan of en- 
couraging the young breeder. Mr. Small said that while 
Ohio Holsteins did not always command the high prices 
that obtain in some other states, it is to the credit, as well 
as to the advantage of the state that they always give their 
money’s worth. He lauded the Holstein cow of Ohio as a 
real serviceable machine. 

Professor George Warner, of the Animal Husbandry 
Department, paid a tribute to Professor Erf, Dr. Burnett 
and Secretary Barker of the State Association. Alexander 
Watt, of Novelty, one of the veteran breeders of the state, 
spoke in glowing terms of the Ona and Lothian families, 
or as he expressed it, “The one family with the two 
names,” a family developed from a foundation of animals

TRAP FOR CATTLE FLIES 

The illustration shows a fly trap 
erected at the entrance to the barn 
belonging to the Smyser Stock Pow- 
der Mfg. Company of Sterling, Kan- 
sas. There are a number of brushes in 
the trap, and as the cattle pass 
through, the flies are brushed from 
the backs and fly upward into the 
trap above from which they are un- 
able to escape. Last summer, several 
bushel of flies were caught in this 
trap, consisting of the common cattle 
fly, large horse fly, bot fiy, besides 
several bees and millers. The cattle 
appreciate the comfort of getting rid 
of the flies and soon learn to run 
through the brushes. This is a decided 
improvement on the use of bran sacks, 





brush, etc., used on a number of dairy 
faims which disledge the flies but 
does not prevent them from waiting 
until the cattle come from the barn 
again. Cattlemen kiuow that flies cause 
the dairy animals much annoyance 
and many believe there is a serious 
Joss in production during fly time, 
from this cause. 

The ca'tle shown are part of the 
Smvyser herd of registered Holsteins, 
the sheep in the picture are Kara- 
kules, and the hog shown is a regis- 
tered Hampshire.

This contest held in connection 
with the Dairy Cattle Congress, is dif. 
ferent from the majority of dairy 
judging contests and has the endorse. 
ment of practically all of the leading 
dairy husbandry instructors in the 
Central West. The contest is held un- 
der the one-judge system in which one 
judge places all the classes and hears 
oral reasons on the different classes 
from the contestants. The actual suc- 
cess depends on the securing of a 
capable man who is a competent 
judge and has had experience in agri- 
cultural college work. This year we 
are very pleased to announce that 
Prof. J. A. McLean, Professor of Ani- 
mal Husbandry at the University of 
British Columbia, will act as_ this 
judge. He is a thoroughly competent 
judge and still has no immediate con- 
nection with any of the institutions 
which will be represented by teams, 
The contest this year should be far 
above the average in every respect. 
The 1920 showing of dairy cattle at 
the Dairy Cattle Congress promises to 
be the largest in the history of the 
show: This will make it possible to 
provide for the contest classes of ex- 
ceptional merit.

OFFICIAL TESTING IN WASHING- 
TON 


The state report showing summary 
of official testing in the state of Wash- 
ington has just been received at the 
World office. This shows the work 
from May 1 to June 1. 23 Holstein 
herds had cows in test during the 
month and 187 Holsteins were on test 
at least one day during the 31 days. 
There were 28 7-day tests and no less 
than 378-tests of two days each. The 
only 805-day test completed during 
the month is that of the senior 3-year- 
old, Matador Segis Pauline Jennie, 
owned by the Carnation Stock Farm. 
During the month she produced 542.- 
818 Ib. butterfat, equal to 678.52 Ib. 
butter, or 96.5 per cent above her age 
requirement In the list of 7-day rec- 
ords, the one showing the greatest per- 
centage of incres over the age re- 
quirement, is the junior 4-year-old, 
Hollywood Lilith Bonheur, with 25.36 
Ib. butter, or 142.8 per cent above re- 
quirements. The junior 3-year-old, 
Bos Pioneer Segis, owned by F. S. 
Stimson, made 25.88 lb. butter or 133.6 
per cent over age requirements. Nook- 
sack Beauty Segis, owned by H. J. 
Evans, leads the junior 2-year-olds 
with 21.44 lb. butter, 123.6 per cent 
above the amount required for an an- 
imal of her age. Another heifer own- 


ed by the same gentleman, Nooksack 
Lunde Oregon De Kol, heads the list 


of junior 4-year-olds with 28.76 lb. 
butter, or 106.2 per cent increase 


above the age requirement. The 
senior 2-year-olds are headed’ by 
A. E. Smith’s heifer, Canary 
Oakes De Kol, with 17.99 lb. 
butter. She exceeds the age. re- 
quirements by 71.7 per cent. The 
Carnation Stock Farm owns the lead- 
er of the senior 3-vyear-olds in Carna- 
tion Clothilde Segis, 21.61 lb. butter, 
or 65.1 per cent above the require- 
ment for age.

Mankato Holstein Farms—An Up-to-date Plant 


The Mankato Holstein Farms are 
located one and a half miles north of 
Mankato in the Minnesota’ River 
Valley; is owned by J. C. Marlow and 
W. W. Randall. The farm comprises 
330 acres of fine farming land and 
excellent pastures where a large herd 
of high class registered Holsteins is 
maintained. Up-to-date and modern 
buildings have been under construc- 
tion the past year, as shown by the 
accompanying photograph. 

The Lerd at present numbers over 
a hundred head, and contains some of 
the finest individuals of the breed; is 
under state and federal supervision, 
being tested regularly for tuberculosis, 
and has always been found clean.

The Canterbury Shakers herd of 
Canterbury, N. H., one of the greatest 
and oldest of the New England herds, 
has been dispersed, or rather, sold, and 
was purchased by parties from the 
state of Washington. The Canterbury 
Shakers had a high class herd of 
Guernseys as well as Holsteins, and 
the animals when exhibited at fairs, 
won many prizes as well as exciting 
much favorable comment. Good offi- 
cial records were made in the herd 
and on animals coming from the herd. 
Elder Arthur Bruce, who for many 
years has had charge of the Shaker 
community farms, says that his people 
have decided to go out of dairying en- 
tirely. The animals will be shipped 
by express and routed by Nashua, N. 
Y., Albany, N. Y., Chicago, and then 
over the Union Pacific Railroad to a 
point where they will be detoured into 
the state of Washington. We under- 
stand that there were 31 Guernseys 
and 33 Holsteins in the sale. 





KANE COUNTY DAIRYMEN BE- 
LIEVE IN PURE BRED 
BULLS 
Pure bred dairy bulls are improving 
the dairy herds in Kane _ county, 
Illinois. For instance, Mr. Willard 
Elliott began using a pure bred sire in 
1913 and has almost doubled the pro- 
duction of his herd. At the time of 
purchase of his first pure bred sire 
Mr. Elliott’s herd averaged 3819 Ibs. 
of milk and 123 lbs. of butter fat per 
cow per year. Since that time no new 
females have been purchased except 
one pure bred cow. ‘The grade 
heifers sired by the pure bred bull 
have been raised and have replaced 

all but one of the original cows. 

Mr. Elliott’s herd of 17 cows aver- 
aged 6810 Ibs. of milk and 261 lbs. of 
butterfat per cow for the year ending 
in April 1920. This increase was due 
largely to the use of a pure bred sire. 
Nine of the 17 cows now milking are 
two-year-old heifers. 

Another good example of the value 
of a pure bred sire is furnished by Mr 
C. E. Warford. A grade cow and 
her dam have just finished a years 
record in the Kane county No. 2 cow 
testing association. The dam produced 
during the year 10100 Ibs. of milk 
and 371 Ibs. of butterfat. This is a very 
good record, but her daughter, sired 
by a pure bred bull, produced 14,610 
Ibs. of milk and 496 lbs. of butter fat.

Son. Fourteen animals each brought $1000 or more. There is great enthusiasm 
among the breeders of Ohio over the sale, and over prospects for the breed 
and for future business. 





Manitoba Holstein Sale 


Three animals averaged over $1000, 30 average $407, at a sale held June 10 
at Argyle, Manitoba, by Clark and Sims. The entire herd brought over $19,000 
an average of $358 per animal. ia 

There were 27 different buyers. Five of the animals went to Saskatchewan 
and the remainder stayed in the province of Manitoba. Before the Sale the 
assembled breeders were addressed by Prof. G. W. Wood of the Manitoba 
Agricultural College, M. Rice, one of the best known Canadian Holstein breed- 
ers, and W. W. Fraser, livestock commissioner for the province of Manitoba. 


STRICKLAND DISPERSAL SALE AVERAGES $269 


In spite of threatening weather that materialized in a rain storm, during 
the latter part of the afternoon, a regular county fair crowd turned out to at- 
tend the dispersal sale of the herd of the late Seth M. Strickland at the farm, 
Carthage, N. Y., June 22. At least 2000 people were present from all over the 
north country and other sections as well, a large proportion of them coming by 
automobile. This extraordinary attendance was due in part to the reputation 
of the herd for health and quality, and a part doubtless to a desire to pay tribute 
to the memory of one of the most popular and well-liked breeders and citizens 
of the north country. While no sensational prices were paid, the general average 
was very satisfactory, 86 head being sold for a total of $23,182.00, an average of 
$269.55. 

The top price of the sale was $1300 for a 30-lb. cow, Dressie Lady Pontiac, a 
daughter of Spring Farm King Pontiac, who was taken by the former owner of 
that great sire, Francis M. Jones of Clinton, N. Y. The young daughter of the 
38-lb. cow, Changeling Queen, developed at Strickland Farms was a bargain at 
$1225, the purchaser being W. H. Mace of Cortland, N. Y. George Weaver of 
Watertown, N. Y., paid an even thousand for Oakvale Lola Korndyke, a 26-lb. 
daughter of Korndyke Butter Boy Johanna. Heavy drafts on the herd had been 
made by recent consignments in the National Sale at St. Paul and the Brent- 
wood sale at Philadelphia, so that the general average of the quality of the 
animals perhaps was not quite up to what has come to be considered the Strick- 
land Farm standard. The scattering of members of the herd, however, through- 
out the north country, cannot fail to have a good effect upon the development of 
the industry in that section. A number of out-of-state buyers were present in- 
cluding Mr. Wilson of Somerville, N. J., who took ten head of the good ones, 
and F. B. Green of Evansville, Wis. A list of the sales above $200 is given 
herewith.

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HOW THE FARM LOAN ACT HELPS THE FARMER 


Guy Huston, President of the Chicago First Joint Stock 
Bank Before the Agricultural Editors’ Association 
Hotel La Salle, Chicago, April, 1920. 


The Federal Farm Loan Act, as passed and 
July 17th, 1916, is an Act to provide capital for agricultura] 
development. Until that date, the United State« was the 
only civilized country in the world that exercised no contro] 
whatever over farm loans or did not provide in some way 
for long time credit for farmers. The need of such credit 
had been apparent for many years and, in the absence of 
any control, there had grown up in this country abuses 
of which we all had more or less knowledge but the profits 
of the business had become so enormous and had so many 
ramifications in politics and business that it seemed a hope- 
less task to enact a law that would give any measure of re. 
lief. 

Of the $4,000,000,000 of farm mortgages in the United 
States, about $1,500,000,000 were held in the community in 
which the farm was located—were loans from father to son 
or among neighbors, or purchase price contracts and were 
not what is known as commercial mortgages—and but few 
of these loans will be disturbed by the Farm Loan Act, but 
the great volume of mortgages executed, some $2,500,000,- 
000 were handled through mortgage brokers. Of these, 
$1,000,000,000 or more were owned by insurance companies

COUNTRY CHILDREN DEFECTIVE 

In spite of the advantages which country life is 
supposed to offer, the “Child Welfare Special,” a motorized 
child welfare station sent into rural communities by the 
Children’s Bureau of Washington, found that many of the 
country children have serious physical defects Decayed 
teeth and poorly developed bones were the most prevalent 
defects, although malnutrition was common. Milk and 
vegetables, indispensable foods for children, frequently 
formed only a small part of the diet, or did not enter into 
it at all, even when abundant. The children’s bureau of the 
United States Department of Agriculture has issued a 
pamphlet entitled—“The Child Welfare Special”, describ- 
ing the experiences, equipment and work of a motorized 
child’s welfare station, which visited four agricultural 
counties and one mining section. The work of the Child’s 
Welfare Special is educational and not clinical. The 
bulletin is well worth the attention of all interested in child 
welfare.

Among the letters coming to the 
World office on bumper herd aver- 
ages, is one from Alfred H. Monk of 
Dundee, Mich., proprietor of the Rais- 
in Brook Stock Farm. For the month 
of May the creamery check paid by 
the Touars Wayne Co. Creamery to 
Mr. Monk was $692.48 

The number of cows milking in the 
Raisin Brook herd was 22, of which 
only one was full age, the rest being, 
two, three and four-year-old heifers 
Krom the amount produced, miik fo 
a family of eight and also for the 
hired man’s tamily of three was kept 
out, and 100 Ib. daily was separated 
and fed to calves. 

The cream separated from the 700 
lb. weekly, was churned by Mrs. Monk 
and the weekly average was 15 Ib. but 
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ter, some of the cream of course being 
used for household purposes. For all 
butter sold she obtained 65 cents. The 
average production per cow was $31.47. 

We are not at all surprised to learn 
that Mr. Monk received the largest 
milk check of any man delivering at 
the milk station. The handing of the 
milk products is ideal. Calves are 
started on new milk and after they at- 
tain a little age this is changed to 
skim. From the milk separated, cream 
and butter required for the household 
is obtained, and there is a _ surplus 
which can be turned into cash. We 
ire of the opinion that if more dairy- 
men made their own butter at home, 
bought no oleo whatever, cut out the 
middleman as much as possible, and 
consumed more of the products pro- 
duced on the home farm, prices would

Our esteemed contemporary, The 
Country Gentlemen, 1S running a 
series of articles on the Red River 
Valley, in which the potato growing 
operations 0! E. C. Schroeder and his 
neighbors occupies the most of the 
space. We have already alluded to 
the April 17th and 24th issues. 

The largest and leading illustration 
of this article in the May 1 issue 
shows the potato digging outfit on E. 
C. Schroeder's farm. It is a _ repre- 
sentation of a tractor with caterpillar 
treads, hauling a couple of potato- 
digging machines 

The Red River Valley farmers are 


specialists on potato growing. They 
found that by carefully selecting 
seed they obtained a much larger 
crop Ty. H. Skrei, with selected 
seed, got a vield of 363 bushels to the 
acre, while in the rows besides it 
planted with average seed, the yield 
was 200 bushels 

Mr. Skrei is said to be one of the 
most successful potato growers and 


also grows Grimm alfalfa. He plows 
the ground in the fall, disks it up early 
in the spring. and sows in June with- 
out a nurse crop. Usually at the end 
of the second year he plows” under 
the alfalfa first putting manure on 
it, and plants potatoes the next year. 
When conditions are right, he aver 
ages as high as 175 bushels of potatoes 
to the acre on a big area. 

Mr. E. ©. Schroeder has conducted 
extensive experiments to determine 
the influence of soil and environment 
on seeds. 

After many tests, he has found a 
place across the river in North Dakota, 
and farther up the valley, where he 
has his seed grown for him. This 
may seem an unnecessary amount of 
trouble and expense, but he clearea 
approximately $19,000 from his 
potatoes last season, and as Mr. 
Pickett says, that ought to be 
sufficient justification for having his 
seed grown in any place where he can 
get the best. 

Then there is a “selling plan’ in 
Clay County. There is no pooling of 
potatoes, no co-operative warehouses 
to be financed, no selling in mass, 
requiring elaborate and expensive 
selling organizations. Kach member 
sells when and where he pleases. For 
every bushel he sells he pays into the 
association 24% cents, and for this he 
is entitled to advice in seed selection, 
growing and marketing.

hibit at the National Dairy show x 
be held at Chicago, October 7-16 1999, 
This year the department wil] feature 
developing rural communities along 
specific lines.

complished by cooperation of banks, 
commercial clubs, and other local 
agencies with the department. The 
Grove City creamery now manufac. 
tures approximately one-half million 
pounds of butter and considerable 
quantities of special cheeses jn ad- 
dition to condensed milk and e¢asein. 
Small booths will show the products 
of this creamery and methods used in 
manutacturing, with special attention 
to the manufacture of Swiss cheese 
A miniature’ factory making Swiss 
cheese will operate daily.

The Wau 
kesha Milk Company says that for 
the first three months of the year the 
demand for cottage cheese exceeds the 
demand of the previous year by near- 
ly 250%. During the first three months 
of 1918, they sold 8679 Ibs. of cottage 
cheese, while for the first three 
months of 1919 thes sold no less than 
29.991 |bs., or a gain of 21543 Ibs. 

This is certainly a remarkable show- 
ing. Cottage Cheese is Consumed large- 
ly during the months when there is a 
surplus of milk and is used during 
the warmer months as a_ substitute 
for meat. Its uce benefits the consum- 
er as well as the seller. The use of 
these by-products of milk should be 
encouraged by every dairyman and 
friend of the dairy industry. 


MR. DAIRYMAN DO YOU HAVE 
SURPLUS STOCK TO SELL 

(E. M. Clark, in Charge of Dairy Ex- 
tension, University of Illinois) 

If you have surplus stock to. sell 
it will pay vou to use a good pure bred 
dairy bull. If vou are using a grade 
or scrub bull vour income from the 
sale of surplus stock cannot be very 
large 
There is a big difference in the 
stock receipts of farmers using pure 
bred buils and those using grade or 
scrub bulls 

Some figures on this subject were 
gathered by the University of Illinois 
in 1912. It was found that the net 
stock receipts per farm where pure 
bred bulls were used was $370. 
Where grade bulls were used it was 
$86; and where scrub bulls were use@ 
it was $1.00. Information was col- 
lected from 577 farms. 

Some of the farmers using pure 
bred bulls had pure bred cows which 
would naturally swell the  ineome 
from sale of stock. By eliminating 
such herds and also eliminating th. 
scrub herds of cows we have this 
table:
